Military Academy Gradu- 
ates Are Told ‘Enemy 
Will Not Dare to Think 
of Attacking.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 6.—Soviet Rus- 
sia’s army, numbering more than 
900,000 men, will be increased until 
“an enemy will not dare even to 
think of attacking our frontiers.” 
Dictator Joseph Stalin and other 
high officials made this plain in 
speeches, made public today, be 
fore graduates of the Kremlin 
Military Academy. All declared 
the Red army to be the bulwark 
of peace in Europe. 

Klement Voroshiloff, Commissar 
of War, told the young graduates 
that the army would be increased 
until any enemy would see that an 
attack on Russia would be futile. 

Vyacheslaff Molotoff, president 
of the Council of Peoples’ Commis- 
sars, declared that “without the 
power of the Red army the peace 
of Europe could not be guaranteed,” 


and that it was because of that 
army that it was possible to sign 
the Franco-Russian mutual _§ as- 
sistance accord. 

“Our strength was increased 
enormously and with it our inter- 
national prestige,” Molotoff. said, 


“this becomes obvious not only to 
our friends but also to those who 
cannot be called our friends.” 
Pravda, Communist party organ, 
commenting on the speech of Stal- 
in, said he was ‘“‘the real leader of 
humanity” and that his speech was 


proof that the Soviet regime is 
founded on “love for human be 
ings.” 

Stalin declared the Bolshevists 
saved Russia from becoming the 
pawn of imperialist nations 

The party newspaper said: “New

St. Louis has an intimate interest in two of the 
Pulitzer prize awards—that to Miss Zoe Akins for 
her play’ “The Old Maid,” and that to Miss Josephine 
Johnson for her novel, “Now in November.” 

Although Miss Akins has not lived in St. Louis 
for some years, she was educated here at Hosmer 
Hall and it was here that she served her literary 
apprenticeship. Miss Akins was one of that group of 
young writers, several of whom later became famous, 
whose abilities were recognized and nurtured by 
the late William Marion Reedy. In the vellowing files 
of Reedy’s Mirror can be found the verse and critical 
writings of the young girl whose name is now secure 
in the annals of the American drama.

The stigma of the pre-1914 military alliances, 
which had a part in precipitating the World War, is 
largely removed by the invitation to neighboring na- 
tions, including Germany, to join in similar pledges. 


'This is fair enough on its face, but Germany will | 
| want to know, before entering such an arrangement, 
| whether she is to be granted her goal of equality. 


If not, the plan will be denounced by Berlin as an- 
other effort to evade this crucial issue. 

Mutual aid pacts, whether between two or more 
nations, have their value in deterring a possible ag- 


gressor. Thev have their danger, too, in the possi- | 
| bility that if war breaks out between any two na- | 
tions, others will perforce be involved in it. If EBu- 


rope’s policy is to be an attempted keeping of the 


peace by force or by threats of farce, then such pacts | 
are to be welcomed as the best means of binding the | 


nations together. A more hopeful sign,. however. 
would be strengthening of the peace machinery at 
Geneva with as much energy as the war machinery 
all over Europe is now being strengthened.

These are hard questions to answer, but l 
think there is plenty of substantial evidence 
to justify the assumption that internationa! 
peace will prevail on the Continent gener- 
ally. The. major facts appear to be these 
No real parallel exists between the arma- 
ment rivalry now in progress and that which 
kept the manufacturers busy prior to 1914; 
and the motives which could at present 
induce a great Power to declare war are not 
sufficient to justify the risk involved 

The era which preceded the outbreak of 
1914 was one cf fierce competition for word 
markets. Germany built up an industrial 
export capitalism which worked better than 
that which had enriched the British some 
decades earlier; and there was never any 
doubt. in anybody’s mind that the war 
known to be just around the corner would 
in the last analysis be fought between Lon- 
don and Berlin. 

Today, Germany is the leading protago- 
nist of extraordinary theories which deny the 
value cf international trade and _ profess 
instead to believe that well-being must be 
sought through economic autarchy plus 
barter. While these theories prevail, no 
economic reason exists why Great Britain 
should be hostile to Germany. And in so 
far as France is concerned, the sole imme- 
diate source of disagreement is the senti- 
ment created by the war, the Treaty of 
Versailles and the “fulfillment” years. Hitler 
has said all this very plainly. Nations do 
not go to war for sentiment’s sake.

| S EUROPE as close tothe edge of another 


The genuine danger grows out of the fact 
that “economic autarchy” is not viable 
within the present territorial limits of the 
Reich. Of course, one may legitimately 
doubt whether it is viable at all; but Nazi 
doctrinaires are convinced that all would 
be well if certain changes could be effected 
on the map of Europe. They want generous 
slices of Poland, the larger part of Czecho- 
slovakia, Austria, the Memel region and 
some Balkan territory. It may be granted 
that these alterations would show up rather 
plainly on the map. . 

Nazi policy during the past two years has 
been an attempt to make these changes 
acceptable to the major Powers. Italy was 
soothed with the declaration that the cession 
of Austrian Tyrol country would be consid- 
ered a fait accompli. Hitler assured France 
that he was not interested in Alsace-Lo:r- 
raine. Poland was literally courted and 
even in a measure persuaded that she could 
well afford to.make certain sacrifices in 
exchange for Lithuania and the Ukraine. 

It may well be that if Germany had been 
a stronger and more intelligently governed 
country, this policy would have succeeded. 
But at present, all that can be said is that 
the Germans have acquired more military 
Strength. Their diplomatic efforts have 
broken down badly. Mussolini brusquely 
refused to agree to the annexation of Aus- 
tria. German minorities in Poland were 
unable to wait watchfully, so that the idea 
of a “pact” between Berlin and Warsaw has 
beeh tossed on the junk heap. ° |

ideal of Nazi autarchy on an expanded ter- 
ritorial basis would seem to be war. That 
such a conflict would be started in the man- 
ner of 1914—i. e., the armies of the Kaiser 
against Europe as « whole—is utterly chi- 
merical. We may therefore assume that, by 
choosing its moves skillfully, the Hitler 
Government could hope: to reach its objec- 
tives one step at atime. It might challenge 
either France, Italy or Poland. But granted 
that it were victorious in any single endea- 
vor, the consequent exhaustion would leave 
it too weak to follow up the advantage 
gained. In order to fancy that the Germany 
cf 1936 will be the Germany of 1914, one 
must forget everything one knows about 
the realities of the present. 

. * * 


Therefore the evidence pcints to peace, 
though naturally a tantastic resort to arms 
is not impossible under the circumstances. 
Far more probable is a sort of endurance 
contest. The dictatorial governments now in 
control of virtually -the whole of Europe 
east of France all rest on expansion of mili- 
tary power. But this power is ultimately an 
instrument in. the hands of the people, and 
therefore something the value of which 
must be constantly proved. Suppose ncow 
that the attitude of a given people became 
negative. Suppose Mussolini died, or Hitler 
was assassinated, or the officers of the 
Polish army began to quarrel among. them- 
selves. 

If any of these things happened in any of 
the countries now arming against one 
another in Central Europe, the _ political 
map would change iinmediately. The nation 
in which political dietatorship was under- 
mined would be incapable of offensive 
action and would. become instead the object 
of possible attack. Accordingly, it is quite 
probable that for a period, the duration of 
which no one can foresee, Germany and her 
rivals will sit down to wait for each other 
to “crack.” 

Superficially, the belief that Germany will 
be the loser in such an endurance contest 
seems justified. No other dictatorship, not 
even Russia, faces such a conglomeration of 
foreign and domestic foes. The ceaseless 
acts of brutal repression to which Hitler 
resorts are both confessions of insecurity 
and forges of resentment. We must remem- 
ber that more is being said against the 
Nazis inside Germany than outside—which 
is a good deal. 

Still, it would be dangerous to conclude 
too hastily. Even today, in spite of the 
misery and terror spread round by rabid 
despots, the German people is richer, more 
resourceful and quite as well governed as 
some other European nations. Still more 
important is the fact that it is paralyzed 
by the fear that something still worse may 
follow Naticnal-Socialism. Therefore it may 
conceivably be able to hold out a long while. 

* . * 


But the central fact remains that’ this 
waiting process is as wearing, though not 
as destructive, as war itself, and that a 
Europe which settles down to it is bound 
to pay heavily in terms of a lower standard 
of living. It is this—the predictable decline 
in material and cultural wealth—which: stil] 
seems to me the really appalling probability 
all of us must contemplate.
